From the month of 
May until September the defenders 
of this thickly populated town were 
in death grips with a merciless and 
demoniacal foe, and only-by the sheer 
devotion and heroism of every British 
unit was the bloodthirsty enemy kept 
at arm’s reach. No finer thing is 


there in*our history than the defence| 


of the Residency: Taken unawares, 
Lucknow was ill-prepared for an at- 
tack, there being only a single Brit- 
ish regiment and battery, and less 
sthan three native regiments, that 
could be depended upon against 
8,000 superbly armed mutineers with 
1Z ponderous pieces of cannon, A 
strange feature concerning this siege 
was that no sooner had the town 
been relieved than it was rigidly in- 
vested again for six months. 

Delhi, however, must rank as the 
ynost important British siege of the 
nineteenth century. Never was. the 
pluck of onr men more patent than 
in the defence of this teeming city 
of the Punpaub, now 
the. great Indian Empice. In. those 
tiays Delhi was) one of the largest 
cities of India, yet there were only 
10,000. defenders to fight 30,000 well- 
armed mutineers and keep guard 
over a huge population. reeking with 
treacherous foes. As the city pro- 
per-had a circumference of fully sev- 
en miles our men were of necessity 
thinly spread out, and hideous’ gaps 
in the line were soon made, and ere 
a relief force tore a way at the point 
of the bayonet into the town the de- 
fenders had sustained 4000 casualties 
in addition to many hundreds of cases 
of sickness. 


For sheer duration General Gor- 
don’s heroic defence of Khartoum 
excelled all other sieges recorded 


ately, as we all know, its termination 
was a. tragedy, embittered by 
would-be army of relief arrived, only 
in time to pick up the threads of the 
pitiful disaster. 

But the greatest of all great sieges 


in’ British annals was undoubtedly 
that of Gibraltar, then as now the 
. greatest strategic fortress in the 


world. Captured by us in 1704 as the 
outcome of a magnificent feat of 
arms, the admiration of friends and 
foes alike, advantage was taken 
the Spaniards during our conflict with 
Anierica in 1779 to. make really 
stupendous cffort to regain it, Gen- 
eral Elliot, who was entrusted with 
the defence, was thrown upon his 
own resources, and determined 
to defend this grand position tq his 
last cartridge. Those were the days 
when cvery British sergeant and 
corporal had to carry a mould to 
cast bullets and a ladle to melt lead 
in, so quick firing, almost needless to 
say, Was out of the question, But the 
enemy sought to “ensure a steady 
and devastating rain of missiles by 
recourse to powerful floating batter- 
ies on a prodigious scale. 

- Well versed in the peculiar topo- 
graphy of Gibraltar, he put his 
knowledge to signal advantage. The 
yptly-expressed “Key to the Mcditer- 
ranean” occupies a tongue of country 
rising to a height of 1,300 feet of 
perpendicular rock, with, however, 
clearly defined ridges traversing 1t 
on the west side on which the town 
is built. From their floating batter- 
ies of a size hitherto undreamt of, 
the besiegers raked the ridges, while 
‘on the land side of the little peninsu- 
la large forces were concentrated mg- 
nacingly. ; 

gw As months passed* without pros- 
pect of relief the defenders became 
desperately short of food, and, even 
munitions had to be carefully hus- 
banded. Everything possible | was 
done to cke out the scanty supplies— 
every foot of land being made to 
yield something, while chickens were 
artificially hatched and reared. Sick- 
ness, especially scurvy, began to lay 
a heavy hand on the brave garrison, 
and all the time the men continued 
to fall victims of the plague of red-

In the beginning of summer, 1782,

of the investment, mouldy biscuit 
crumbs in Gibraltar were selling at a 
shilling a handful, and the veriest 
blade of anything green had a mar- 
ket valuc; yet the siege had still 
nearly another year to run, Men were 
animated — skeletons, 
though. they continued to show such 
race fight that the enemy, dare not at-} 
tempt storming tactics. By this time 
the latter had 200 pieces of battering 
cannon and 80 great mortars belching 
forth destruction at the heroic garri-| 
son. On the hills of Andalusia thou-| 
sands of spectators daily congregated} 
to watch what they considered to be} 
the dying struggles of the doomed| 
defenders. 

Week after week passed, however, 
without the expected white flag be- 
ing hoisted, and the Spaniards were 
frankly’ nonplussed. To them it seem- 
cd not men but devils who were de- 
fending the Rock. They themselves 
were making the effort of their lives, 
and they lacked for nothing that 
money or skill could ensure, but still 
the guns of the gaunt fortress vomit- 
ed’ defiance. 

At last on the 10th of March, 1783, 
after a siege of three years 7 months 
and 12 days, relief to the garrison 
came along in disasterous shape for 
the enemy, whose great floating bat- 
teries were set aflame and, thousands 
lof the gunners perished miserably. 
(Of the comparatively small force of 
defenders 1,231 had suffered the ex- 
treme penalty of war, while hundreds 
were found by the relief force lying 
by their guns in a pitiful state of} 
exhaustion,

German Ruling Classes are Outside 
Pale of Civilization, Says '; 
American Writer ‘ 


On behalf of the allies in this war 
though not as yet on responsible au- 
thority, it has many times been © as- 
serted that they would refuse to en- 
ter into a treaty of peace with the 
presen: Emperor of Germany; the 
Germans through a change of  gov- 
ernment or otherwise must Ybind 
theniseves by the signature of a chief 
of state not open to the proved 
charge of violating the pledged faith 
of treaty agreements. Prussia was 
one of the signatory powers to the 
treaty guaranteeing the ° neutrality 
and independence of Belgium, — the 
German Einpire was bound by the 
covenant; it was broken when the 
Emperor's Chancellor, admitting that 
the invasjon of Belgium -would — be 
contrary to law, declared that “ne- 
cessity knows no law.” It would bea 
barren futility for the Allies at the 


conclusion of this war to make a 
treaty with a soverign capable of 
such an act of perfidy. Under the 


prompting of “necessity,” a Hohen- 
zollern Emperor of Germany, wotld 
tear up the new “scrap of paper” as 
he did the old. <

The ambassador of the 
Imperial government was here re- 
ceived and treated as the representa- 
tive of a friendly nation. His pres- 
ence at Washington. was evidence of 
relations of amity. When he left the 
United States he made a statement 
declaring his wish “to extend to my 
many personal friends imy heartfelt 
thanks for the great kindness and 
cordial Mospitality which has been 
shown me.” 

His. heart, ge said, was “‘full of 
gratitude to those whose personal 
friendship has never wavered during 
the trying years of the war.” Yet, 
ly a few days before this the am- 
sador had been concerned in the 
iperial government's , plot, to fo 
Mexica and Japan 
for war against the United States. 
Mr. Zimmermann’s note promised 
generous financial support to Mexico 
and expressed the understanding 
“that Mexico is to reconquer the lost 
territory in New Mexico, Texas and 
Arizona.”

to the nation’s lawmakers, to baffle 
and paralyse the will of the people 
by determining the fate of measures 
in the federal congress. 

The power that has during — the 
present war instigated these revolt- 
ing crimes against us will employ 
like means, as often as in the incred- 
ible stupidity of its diplomatic and 
foreign policy it shall find them to 
its interests. There is no safety in 
maintaining relations with a dyn- 
asty so faithless and unscrupulous. 
The affable demeanor of its repre- 
sentative may at any time be 
the disguise of a calculation how 
best to deliver a stab in the back. 
We cannot hold the German pcople 
responsible for these infamies With 
them, under a chief of state obseryv- 
ing the ordinary standards of honor- 
able conduct, it would be our profit 
and our pleasure to maintain relations 
of close friendship, But with a 
henzollern at the head of a German 
state every government that enters 
into relations with it will, for its own 
safety, be forced to take an attitude 
of unceasing -vigilanee, of constant 
‘wariness of mind, guarding itsclf ever 
against the expected betrayal. Rela- 
tions clouded by suspicion can never 
be friendly in any true sense of the 
word.

The grocer would close his store if 
he could not have books, for he could 
never detefmine the relative profit or 
loss, the standing of his various cus- 
tomers, and which goods are the best 
sellers. any poultry keepers, -how- 
ever, keep all their. accounts “in, the 
head" and .cndgavor to determine 
their ‘standing at the end of the year 
with only the assistance of memory.
